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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the configuration 
disclosed in claim 9 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4, 9-11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Binks. 

There is disclosed in deep-fry pan insert system comprising: a pan liner 45 
having a sidewall with an upper rim and bottom wall; a perforated strainer 50 having a 
sidewall, an upper rim and a handle 51 ; wherein the strainer is sized to be removably 
inserted into the liner. 

In regards to the term "disposable" used to describe the strainer and liner, such a 
term fails to disclose anything structural. 

In regards to claims 9 and 14, the claims merely recite functional limitations 
which could be performed by the prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Binks in 
view of Martin. 
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Martin discloses a strainer 10 having a perforated lower portion and constructed 
of a thin, stiff aluminum. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify 
the strainer of Binks with that disclosed of Martin and construct it of an aluminum 
material, in order to allow for low cost construction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5-8 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
